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Plans For Subdivisions

West Andover residents turned out in 
force at Tuesday night’s Planning Board 
meeting to protest the probable effects of 
increased housing development on the 
quality of life in their neighborhoods. 
But, although board members listened 
sympathetically during back-to-back 
hearings on definitive plans for the 12-lot 
‘Spencer Court” and 65-lot “‘Quailcrest”’ 
subdivisions, they ultimately made it 
clear that their powers to limit overall 
growth in a section of town were 
severely constrained by state law.

The first of the two subdivisions pre- 
sented, the smaller ‘Spencer Court,” is 
planned for 13.25 acres off High Plain 
Road, approximately two miles from 
town. Developers withdrew preliminary 
plans for the development this May, af- 
ter board members had voiced strong 
reservations about water table levels 
and septic and drainage considerations. 

In Tuesday’s presentation, engineer 
Paul Ferrante of Dana Perkins noted 
that the site had been tested for water 
this spring, and that the table measured 


two to three feet at its lowest area. 
Throughout the site, he said, the testing 
averaged four to five feet. 

He estimated that 3900 cubic yards of 
fill will have to be trucked on site to 
bring the roadway to grade, and to ac- 
commodate the septic system in the low 
area. 

Abuttors and West Andover residents 
immediately attacked the plans. Said 
Anne Loosigian of High Plain Road, 
“The traffic’s already horrendous on 
those roads. We have wet base- 
ments...That drainage system’ S going to 
drain onto our property.’ 

Anne O’Brien of nearby Serenity Lane 
recalled Ferrante’s May presentation of 
the ill-fated preliminary plans. ‘‘(For- 
mer Board Chairman) Marge Bradshaw 
said these plans ‘stink,’ ’’ she reminded 
the board. “I will never forget that 
night.” 

Others charged that the parcel had 
flunked percolation testing in the past, 
but that current tests were taken during 
an abnormally dry season. Abutters 
were concerned that the development 


would add to their current drainage 
problems during wet years. Said Anita 
Karas of Serenity Lane, ‘‘We spent $5,000 
to correct a water problem. There’s an 
underground spring running right beside 
our property...How are you going to cor- 
rect these problems?”’ 

Ferrante maintained that the devel- 
oper would be using a culvert system 
that would channel drainage away from 
abutters. ‘I’m not going to correct prob- 
lems you have on Serenity Lane,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘We’re not going to worsen it; 
we’re not going to displace any more wa- 
ter onto Serenity Lane.” 

He further explained that Andover’s 
Conservation Commission had given the 
project a go-ahead, qualified by an order 
of conditions the developer would have to 
meet in order to build. 

Abutters did not appear convinced. 

Several again brought up the issue of 
safety and traffic. Because of its close 
proximity to West Elementary School 
(within a half-mile), they maintained, 
traffic from the subdivision would pre- 
sent a hazzard to young pedestrians 


walking the shoulder otf narrow High 
Plain Road. ‘Residents of High Plain 
Road have asked for sidewalks for 
years,” said Loosigian. ‘‘We’ve gone 
round and round on this issue for years, 
and we’ve not gotten anywhere.” 

Her husband John deplored the 
amount of fill slated to be used in the 
subdivision, conceding that, while he un- 
derstood that economic conditions made 
property prime that was once considered 
marginal, ‘‘To bring in 3900 cubic yards 
of materials seems to be too much—let’s 
work with the land as it is.”’ 


The public reaction to Ferrante’s sec- 
ond presentation, plans for the 65-lot 
“‘Quailcrest’’ subdivision, was similar in 
theme but more vehement. 


Proposed for 85.5 acres bounded by 
River Road, Pleasant Street and Bout- 
well Road, the subdivision would lie sub- 
stantially further west on High Plain 
Road than “Spencer Court,”’ relatively;

close to the Tewksbury line. 

According to Planner Colyer, the sub- 
division first came before the board in 
1983 in preliminary form; since that 
time, it has undergone approximately 
eight design changes. ‘“‘It’s now back to 
about where it was in 1983,’’ commented 
Colyer. 

The changes were made, he said, to 
address issues of traffic, sight distance 
problems at its several outlets to sur- 
rounding roads, and drainage concerns. 
After its first submission, a traffic study 
was commissioned from the engineering 
firm of Vanesse-Hangen; it concluded 
that the development would not present 
an undue burden for the surrounding 
roads. 

Several residents took angry issue with 
the study’s conclusions, citing such per- 
sonal evidence of uncontrolled traffic 
problems as near-misses with speeding 
dump trucks and the moving of school 
bus stops from main roads to subdivision 
cul-de-sacs. 

Wayne Arleque of Pleasant Street told 
about icy winter road conditions on Bout- 
well Street that are exaggerated by 
heavy tree shading and inadequate sand- 
ing. He said that he had to seek an alter- 
native route to his own home in the 
winter. ‘‘I’m sure that, even with a good 
view, in the winter time, you'll have ac- 
cidents there,”’ he said. 

Others scored the plan’s drainage pat- 
terns, including the developer’s inten- 
tions not to interfere with an existing 
pond off Pleasant Street that residents 
claim overflows periodically onto their 
properties and eats away at the nearby 
road. ‘“That road is eroding so bad that 
it’s breaking away,”’ said George Vasila- 
kis of Pleasant Street. 

Several abutters charged that Fer- 
rante’s map was inadequate and mis-

leading. ‘“‘When a plan like this is 
presented,” said Charles Friese, also of 
Pleasant Street, ‘‘Why is it the burden of 
the abutters to prove what’s really in the 
area?”’ He called for a town-wide com- 
prehensive plan to put isolated subdivi- 
sions in perspective with their 
surroundings. 

Matthew Dallett of River Road agreed. 
Pacing the meeting room floor with his 
infant in his arms, he appealed to the 
board, “‘If it was just a matter of an ordi- 
nance, we wouldn’t need you; we’d just 
have a building inspector.”’ The area to 
be developed was one of the ‘“‘most ecolo- 
gically diverse areas left in town,” he 
said. “I guess what I’m saying is, there’s 
a lot more to think about than just the 
language of the ordinance that’s before 
you.” 


Board Chairman Michael Houghton 
noted that the town is now beginning to 
work on a master plan for the repair of 
roads, but that, insofar as the 
relationship of an individual subdivision 
to its surroundings is concerned, ‘‘We 
(the board) are not allowed by law to 
look outside this subdivision in our con- 
sideration...By state law, we are con- 
fined to a very small box.” 

Unrecognized, several abutters ex- 
pressed disbelief. ‘‘What law is that?’’ 
jeered one. 

Board Member Car! Byers stated that 
the law in question was Mass. General 
Law 40B, known as the “‘subdivision con- 
trol law.”’ 

Pleasant Street resident Gertrude 
Mosca asked how the subdivision would 
be built. “If it’s not done very carefully,” 
she said, “It’s going to be a disaster.’’ 
She added, ‘‘Why is there a need for 66 
houses? Is there a need for that many 
houses to be built at once?” 

Houghton explained that the board 


could require, as it has in the south And- 
over Olympic Village subdivision, that 
the construction be phased—limited, per- 
haps, to ten houses at a time. 

To another abutter’s question about 
protecting trees on the subdivision par- 
cel, he answered, “The Planning Board 
has no control over that—just as we have 
no control over your lot. You can take 
down every tree, if you want to.”

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Getting Worldly Knowledge

By no means is Mark Jaklovsky your 
typical eleven year old who spends his 
summers in the park or at the beach. His 
parents, Jozef and Jolana Jaklovsky, 
came to the United States from Czecho- 
slovaKia in 1969, and have lived at 33 
Pleasant St. with Mark and his older sis- 
ter, Tatiana, for nine years. 

The Pike School sixth-grader is very 
mature and highly articulate for his age, 
but he seems to take it all in stride. His 
worldliness is a direct result of two sum- 
mers learning the languages and life- 
styles of foreign countries. Last summer 
it was Czechoslovakia, where he travel- 
ed with his great-aunt, Margaret Hilovs- 
kygwho lives with the Jaklovskys, for six 
weeks, visiting his relatives. 
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This year, Mark traveled alone to 
spend a total of five weeks in France. His 
first three weeks were spent with the de 
St. Pastou family on their domain, lo- 
cated between Bordeaux and Pau in the 
South of France. The family, related to a 
Baron, had three young visitors includ- 
ing Mark. He describes their lifestyle as 
“aristocratic country French.” 

While staying with the de St. Pastous, 
Mark was able to visit the Baron’s fami- 
ly castle. He also became friends with a 
West African diplomat’s son who was 
also staying with the family, and thus, 
learned something about yet another cul- 
ture. 

He spent the last two weeks of his trip 
with another family, the Clertans, just 
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Mark Jaklovsky, 11, son of Jozef and Jolana Jaklovsky, 33 Pleasant St., 
spent his summer in France, learning the language. He traveled there 
alone to spend a total of five weeks, split between visits to two different 


families. 


outside of Pau near the Spanish border. 
The Clertan family members are “‘indus- 
trialists,” producing toy B.B. guns. They 
live in a less rural atmosphere than the 
de St. Pastous. Since he was exposed to 
the two different families and lifestyles, 
Mark was able to get a clear view of the 
French people as a whole. 

He visited the castle where Henry the 
Fourth was born and raised and was al- 
lowed to taste the same wine that was 
given to the future King as an infant in 
his crib. 

Mark also paid short visits to Paris 
and Lourdes in the company of the Cam- 
es family who arranged his French visit. 
‘‘In Paris, a foreigner is nothing special, 
but in the country it’s something differ- 
ent,’’ he said, adding that they some- 
times asked questions about the United 
States. 

At the time he departed for France, 
Mark had had two months of private 
French lessons and knew the basics of 
the language. While in France it was 
asked that he speak French for at least 
one complete hour a day, but “I spoke 
more,’’ says Mark, ‘French is based 
from Latin and so is the English lan- 
guage...words are similar...it really 
wasn’t difficult.’ Mark thinks that 
French is a good language to know be- 
cause it is used in many countries like 
Switzerland, Belgium, Africa, and the 
Carribean Islands. ‘I started out know- 
ing very little. Now I can almost carry on 
a conversation.” 

Last year, Mark had expressed that he 
became sick of the Czech food, and 
states that ‘‘overall, I think I like the 
French better...good soups.”’ 

Mark’s mother says that since he be- 
gan travelling, Mark is less picky an eat- 
er. ‘‘He’ll try anything. He has 
preferences, but he appreciates. Whatev- 
er is offered...he will eat.”’ 

Many family friends were concerned 
for Mark’s safety travelling abroad. Jo- 
lana says that friends ‘‘admire our cour- 
age...I feel something could happen here, 
in a camp. You can put too many obsta- 
cles in front, you must look forward.” 
She states that the changes in Mark after 
a summer away are astounding. ‘‘It’s not 
just the physical—taller, thinner—it’s his 
general development...Nothing can re- 
place this” experience for him. 

The Jaklovskys have had good experi- 
ences in the past with their older daugh- 
ter, Tatiana, traveling abroad. They feel 
that their children ‘learn a great deal 
about people and life.’’ Although Mark 
traveled to France alone, Tatiana, who 
was in France, accompanied him home. 

Mark agreed, stating that “if I went 
with them (my parents) I’d probably 
speak mostly English’’ and wouldn't 
have learned the language as well as he 
did. He is sure that his summer experi- 
ence will make his French class this 
year easier and he believes that all his 
travels have given him ‘wider horizons 


- on some things’ than. tis peers. Ciass- 


mates are always interested in hearing 
about Mark’s travels and he brings 
books back from the places he visits. 

“In America, there is too much tech- 
nology,’’ says Mark, ‘‘we don’t really ex- 
pand ourselves culturally.” In the 
background, one can hear the soothing 
classical music Mark has on the stereo 
as he continues,‘“They have more appre- 
ciation for the arts...especially in the 
country.” 

Jolana agrees that in Europe, there is 
‘‘so much cultural opportunity...we don’t 
have the old history as they do. I think 
we don’t preserve, we don’t stress the 
past. We tear down beautiful buildings to 
put up skyscrapers.”’ 

Although Mark thinks the arts are im 
portant, his best subjects are math and 
science, and ‘‘he’s fascinated by astrono- 
my’’ according to his mother. But Mark 
is leaning more toward being a physicist 
someday, and thinks he may even like to 
do ‘‘something in the business field.”’ 

‘Reading is his best hobby,” his moth- 
er states. Mark reads ‘‘fiction, science 
fiction—a lot, fantasy, once in a while a 
factual book.’ 

When asked if he would like to live in 
Europe someday, Mark says that he’d 
“probably rather stay here...It depends 
on how things go.”’ 

The Jaklovskys are investigating the 
possibility of sending Mark to a French 
camp next summer in either Canada or 
Switzerland. Jolana thinks it will be 
“good for his language and he will be 
with children.”’ 

Mark’s mother, who speaks German, 
Russian and her native Slovak and Czech 
languages would like him to learn Rus- 
sian next since it is the closest to the lan- 
guages of her homeland which Mark can 
already speak fluently. 

But just like any other eleven-year-old, 
Mark has different ideas from those of 
his parents. 

Since he has mastered the languages 
of his parents’ homeland already, and 
will hopefully be fluent in French not 
long from now, he would like to try some- 
thing new. “I want to study German, so 
I'll have to go to Germany,” he said sim- 
ply.

Kenneth F. Parry & Associates of Weymouth 
was selected as the architect for the project ear- 
ly in 1986. Ken Parry and his firm have a good 
deal of experience in church design and worked 
closely with the building committee to imple- 
ment the recommendations of the facility needs 
report. The resulting plan was approved by the 
congregation in March. 

Salient features of the plan include: expand 
seating capacity of Sanctuary from 160 to 250 
people; expand Nathex by 400 square feet and 
add coat racks; increase number of classrooms 
from five to eight; double size of kitchen and 
relocate it, improving its functionality; increase 
the size of multipurpose room; add meeting- 
/choir room and a private pastor’s study; 
replace siding, roof shingles and resurface park- 
ing lots, driveways and sidewalks. 

The total cost of the project will be approxi- 
mately $350,000. Primary funding will come 
from two sources. The larger of these is a 30- 
year $300,000 mortgage from First Essex Sav- 
ings Bank in Lawrence. The second is contribu- 
tions over the next three years for pledges made 
during the ‘‘Forward with Faith’ fundraising 
campaign conducted in April. Ralph G. Gould, a 
fundraising counselor for the Lutheran Laity 
Movement of the LCA (Lutheran Church in 
America), was campaign director. The church 
was able to exceed the minimum pledge goal of 
$140,000. 

MacLeod Brothers, Inc. of Weymouth was 
chosen from among five contractors inter- 
viewed by the construction committee. 


Something for 


The Secular Franciscans, formally known as 
the Third Order, were founded by St. Francis to 
follow his example to live the Gospel life.

Francis in his or her own way and, in so doing, 
contributes to their spiritual growth.

The open house 
is for all who are interested. There is no obliga- 
tion to join.

Rev. Rosemarie Smurzynski 
will give an opening talk ex-

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Subdivision Raises Questions 


The most controversial petition heard during 
last Friday night’s meeting of the Zoning Board 
of Appeals was submitted by Picwel Builders 
regarding property at 5 Argilla Road and vacant 
land with frontage on 20 and 22 Argilla Road. 
Atty. Phillip Sullivan presented the case for a 
review of the building inspector’s definition of 
“parcel.” 

Building inspector Sam DiSalvo had defined 
“parcel” as a ‘“‘continuous lot of land,” which 
Sullivan says is restrictive. The land Picwel 
wants to use for a subdivision is on either side of 
Argilla Road, and is, thus, not continuous. 

Sullivan explained that in the section of the 
by-law under which the company wants to build, 
the word ‘‘parcel’’ is used instead of ‘‘lot,’”’ and 
he believes that a meaning other than DiSalvo’s 
is implied. Sullivan quoted the definition of 
“parcel” from a dictionary as ‘“‘a contiguous 
piece of land under one owner’’ which can be 
interrupted as the:land is in this case. 

Town Planner Nancy Jetton agreed with the 
petitioner, stating that when she and other 
members of the planning board wrote this sec- 
tion of the by-law, they did so in the hope of 
having developers propose and build such subdi- 
visions. They must have at least 10 acres, but 
not more than 25, but leave 60 percent of the 
land as open space. Part of the land involved, 
which is located totally on one side of the street, 
must remain open due to the content’s of Sid 
White’s will. Mr. White is the previous owner of 
the land and the house that sits on the property. 
“This very piece of land was on that list” of 
properties the by-law was created for. The ‘“‘in- 
tent was creative land use,” said Jetton, ‘‘as

long as the pieces of land are adjacent to one 
another.” She also explained that the developer 
could not build any more condominiums or 
townhouses than he would be allowed single- 
family homes on the parcel. 

Board member Ernest Hall commented that 
many developers are now buying properties 
with homes on them already and tearing them 
down to use the land as part of a larger develp- 
ment. Jetton agreed that “vacant is not a 
requirement of the by-law.” 

Don Milligan of Argilla Road made a com- 
ment aimed at Jetton. “I think you want open 
spaces in the clusters, not across the street,’’ he 
said. Jetton reiterated that proposals like this 
one was the intent of the Planning Board when 
they wrote this section of the by-law. 

Peter Schwarz, 293 Salem St., petitioned to 
construct a two-story addition that would not 
meet minimum setback requirements. He ex- 
plained that his home is on a triangular shaped 
lot and is already in violation of all setback re- 
quirements. The addition would not be any more 
in violation than the already existing part of the 
building he will tear down to put the new addi- 
tion on. 

The board asked Town Planner Nancy Jetton 
and Building Inspector Sam DiSalvo to examine 
the lot plan. There is a ‘“‘paper street’? which 
exists and DiSalvo stated that all structures 
must be 50 feet from any way, including a ‘“‘pa- 
per street,’’ which is simply a pathway. 

William Tebbetts, 125 Wildwood Road, com- 
mented that the addition would be a definite 
improvement on the property, while another 
neighbor stated that the paper road is rarely

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Project Draws Protests

After four and one half hours of presentations, ques- 
tions, and arguments last Thursday night, the Zoning 
Board of Appeals continued the public hearing regarding 
Paul Bruk’s comprehensive permit petition until Nov. 7. 
The granting of the controversial proposal would allow 
him to build 36 units of low-moderate income housing off 
Summer Street. 

At the outset of the meeting, board chairman Wesley 
Whitney explained to the 200-plus area residents the con- 
cept of comprehensive permits and then proceeded to ask 
Bruk’s representatives to present all materials they 
wished the board to consider as materials proving that the 
proposal meets all requirements of Chapter 744, the so- 
called ‘‘anti-snob’’ law regarding low and moderate in- 
come housing. This law allows a petitioner to combine all 
proceedings necessary for the project into one hearing 
before the zoning board. 

“Richard D. Asoian and Robert W. LaVoie, Bruk’s legal 
representatives, presented 19 exhibits, including written 
documents and site drawings, to the board during this, the 
intitial phase of the hearing. Whitney stated that instead 
of examining all of these materials during the meeting, 
the board would evaluate them later and continue the 
hearing to a later date. He stated that this would be nec- 
essary because once the hearing is closed, the board 
would be barred from requesting additional materials 
from the petitioner. 

The next phase of the hearing was a presentation by the 

e petitioner’s representatives, including not only legal coun- 
sel, but architect James Warner and engineer Paul 
Schmidt. The presentation included the submission of four 
more exhibits which included a preliminary site plan, a 
line drawing of one of the proposed structures, a drainage 
plan, and a utility plan. 

After the presentation, the board members asked nu- 
merous questions regarding everything from lighting of 
the streets to drainage and traffic. The board requested a 
traffic study done on Summer St., where residents al- 
ready feel there is a problem. During intitial presentation, 
LaVoie had stated that if Summer St. entry was unaccep- 
table they had ‘‘the right to go through from Elm St.,”’ but 
later corrected himself in that they only had rights to lay 
utilities from Elm St., not a roadway. 

Associate board member Lorene Comeau articulated 
one universal concern about the project when she asked 


how the board could be sure that the units would remain 
low-moderate income homes. LaVoie answered that the 
units could be restricted by the funding organization of the 
project so that no one could buy them and then rent them 
out to tenants, and resale could also be restricted. The 
board asked who the beneficiary of the trust was. LaVoie 
commented that he was not at liberty to divulge names, so 
the board requested proof that the beneficiary was qual- 
ified for this type of petition. 

The question of play areas was raised by associate 
board member John Bryden. Bruk’s representatives had 
stated that ‘‘nearby” parks would serve the purpose, but 
Bryden pointed out that the nearest park was about a half 
mile away at Doherty Junior High School. 

Once the board members had completed their question- 
ing, Whitney requested the opinions and submission of 
reports from the other town departments and boards. 

Director of Public Works Robert McQuade stated that 
sewers in the Summer St. area are already at capacity. 
Bruk is willing to replace sewage lines along Summer St. 
out to Park St., but McQuade stated that the system was 
at capacity even as far as Park St. Bruk’s representatives 
were asked if they were prepared to replace the pipes 
further, but LaVoie stated that it would not be economi- 
cally possible. 

Building Inspctor Sam DeSalvo stated that he would 
stand on his report and would have no other comment on 
the project. Fire Chief Harrold Hayes also decided to 
stand on the contents of his report to the board, but com- 
mented that the proposal included adequate fire access 
ways. 

Douglas Dunbar, health board chairman, stated that he 
was somewhat confused about whether or not the sewage 
problem could be solved but spoke out strongly against 
the possible use of septic systems for the development. 
“We don’t want them at all...(its) poor land for septic 
systems.’’ As he was leaving the podium, Dunbar also 
commented that there has been a ‘‘great lack of informa- 
tion regarding this project,’’ drawing loud cheers from the 
residents impatiently awaiting their turn to condemn the 
proposal.

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony gave 
the Board of Selectmen a quick glimpse 
into what might be the future of the Old 
Town Hall on Monday night, when he 
presented two full-color architectural 
renderings each of potential uses for the 
first and second floors. 

The sketches made by the firm of Ann 
Baha Associates of Boston, which Maho- 
ny commissioned to study structural fac- 
tors and potential design of the hall 
following approval of voters at the an- 
nual town meeting, depict the upper floor 
as an auditorium with a potential capaci- 
ty of 288 and the lower level as a suite of 
offices. He emphasized that either design 
for a floor could be considered inter- 
changeable with either of those for the 
second floor—‘‘It’s a ‘mix and match’ 
combination,” he said. 

Mahony said that the firm has discov- 
ered the building to have a number of 
structural problems, such as decreased 
load capability in a number of members, 
in their study. For example, he said,

‘“‘We found that the bearing capability of 
the beams beneath the file rooms was 
zero.” 

The board voted unanimously to open 
the designs to discussion by the Re-use 
Committee, which will be asked to meet 
before the end of October. 

Contacted later, Mahony said that the 
proposed auditorium/office use for the 
Hall is not necessarily a ‘‘given.’’ The 
firm depicted the functions, he ex- 
plained, ‘‘because that’s what we gave 
them. Our big thing going in there was to 
check on the structure,’ he added. 
‘When they finished that, they asked 
about the use. It (the auditorium/office 
use) was about the only thing that had 
been discussed.” 

If the Re-use Committee should find 
either proposed function unsuitable or 
undesirable, he said, the project will be 
redesigned. Mahony hopes to display the 
architects’ drawings for public examina- 
tion in the town office building, at a time 
and site to be announced. 


Mahony also told the board that nego- 
tiations on Stevens Street property that 
has been targeted as a site for a new cen- 
tral post office are near completion. 
“Papers have been signed on both 
sides,” he said; however, there is still a 
question of an easement through part of 
the parcel for the driving access of a 
neighboring homeowner. 

Selectman Gerry Silverman suggested 
that Mahony look into parking problems 
in the area of the proposed facility, 
which will be exaggerated by the nar- 
rowness of the street and the fact that it 
is heavily-traveled by school-aged chil- 
dren. 

In other matters: 

¢ The board gave Mahony a unanimous 
‘go-ahead’ to begin discussions with 
Tewksbury representatives on the for- 
mulation of a mutually satisfactory sew- 
er policy, which would govern tie-ins to 
the Tewksbury system by Andover- 
based businesses located near the town 
line.

Town Speed Limit Reduced

the safety of their neighborhoods. Cur- 
rent unposted limits of 40 mph, coupled 
with the unwillingness of the court sys- 
tem to encourage exact enforcement of 
the limit, allow many motorists to drive 


A freight car derailment tied up a 
stretch of track in Shawsheen Village for 
approximately six hours last Wednes- 
day, causing no injuries but forcing 
afternoon rail commuters to take an un- 
scheduled bus ride home. 

According to Dennis Coffey, a spokes- 
man for the Boston and Maine Railroad, 
the last two cars of a west-bound freight 
train carrying newsprint from Portland, 
Maine, derailed at 1:24 p.m. on Sept. 3 at 
the Burnham Road underpass in 
Shawsheen. The train uncoupled the 
crippled cars, leaving them at the site, 
and continued to its destination in New 
York state. 

‘Although there were no injuries, it 
was certainly unfortunate because it in- 
terferred with commuter service,’’ said 
Coffey, speaking by phone from the com- 
pany’s North Billerica headquarters. 
‘“‘We had to bus the commuter rail folks 
around the derailment.”’ He estimated 
that three or four commuter trains were 
affected by the tie-up. 

A crew stabilized the boxcars, wedging 
them in place and propping them with

local back roads at 45 to 5U mph. 

According to Police Chief James John- 
son, the town has the power to set its own 
unposted limits, as long as they fall with- 
in state limits. ‘‘This gives us an option,”’ 
he said. ‘‘If the people don’t like it, if 
they want it back up to 40, we don’t have 
to go through bureaucratic red tape with 
the state. We can raise it on our own.” 

Approval for the new limit was unani- 
mous. According to Police Chief James 
Johnson, signs informing motorists of 
the changes will be posted, as are And- 
over’s firearms prohibition, on roads 
leading into the town. They should be in 
place within the month. 

Public consideration of the new limit 
proposal brought a request from Fred 
Kulaga of Lowell Street that the town 
lower the limit on his road. Kulaga said 
that he and his wife have both been in- 
jured by motorists in front of their own 
home, which is located across from Ray- 
theon. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony ex- 
plained that Route 133, Lowell Street, is 
a state road and therefore beyond the 
town’s jurisdiction—but that the town 
could request state action on the issue. 
The state would then conduct a ‘‘speed 
survey’’ on the road, he said—which 
might or might not lead to lowering of 
the limit. ‘‘The decision to lower it be- 
longs to the state,’’ he said. 

Mr. Kulaga said that he had learned 
that most of Route 133 belonged to the 
town, not to the state. 

‘Even if it’s a town road,"’ said Maho-

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Random Thoughts 


This week a few random thoughts on the 
municipal scene, beginning with the state prima- 
ry election next Tuesday. 

Question of the moment is, wouldn’t it be terri- 
ble if they held an election and nobody showed 
up? Well, that is a distinct possibility this time 
around. There is little interest being shown in the 
primary what with the dirth of contests. 

But, the fact that there are some contested of- 
fices on the ballot by those seeking nominations 
to various state offices should be sufficient cause 
to spur the town’s registered voters to action. 

If for no other reason than just to enjoy a few 
moments out, to enjoy the air and atmosphere of 
this particular time of year, residents should take 
a few moments to exercise their franchise. 

Selectmen Monday night voted to impose a new 
30 mile-per-hour speed limit on town streets. The 
effort, which reduces the speed limit from 40 to 

=30, is a commendable and wise move. 

Indeed, the town has grown considerably over 
the years and the reduction in speed limit is justi- 
fied for safety reasons alone. 

Many of the older town roads were formed by 
horses and cows years ago, then paved with the 
advent of n.otor vehicles and the desertion of the 
agricultural native of the original community. 

Even the newer roads, part of subdivisions or 
rebuilt highways, cannot bear 40 mph speeds due 
to population density. Once posted, there may be 


some learning processes to overcome, but overall 
the move is a good one. 

It is good to see the reuse of the former town 
hall progressing. 

What the ultimate use of the buildng will be 
remains to be seen. 

But the planning process seems to be moving in 
the proper direction, principally that the struc- 
ture will remain a municipal holding. 

Whether the building will be dedicated to office 
or retail use, particularly on the first floor, seems 
of little consequence. Main thing is that the build- 
ing remains a town-owned property and focal 
point of Andover’s downtown area. 

Finally, we can see it coming. 

Another user fee, possibly. 

Selectmen, having taken the summer off, got 
together for the first time Monday night, got re- 
acquainted and promptly ordered a study of a 
smoking policy for the municipal offices building. 

Now, we are appreciative that this august body 
is interested in the health of its citizens. 

But, based on past performance of the board in 
imposing user and permit fees on everything, we 
can somehow detect a financial imposition on 
those who still succumb to the evil weed. 

There will be one room set aside in the town 
offices building for smokers who will gain en- 
trance by unlocking the door through the use of a 
29-cent meter.

Have you ever tasted crow? 

Let me tell you a story. 

It began on a tired summer day a few weeks 
ago, when I came home from work to find the 
sink full of my daughter’s dirty dishes.

“Even if it’s a town road,” said Mahony, ‘‘We still have 
to go to the state.” He explained that there has been a 
question before the legislature that would give control of 
posted limits to the town, rather than the state; ironically, 
he said, the state’s mayors are united in their opposition 
to the change. ‘‘They don’t want to say ‘no’ to their own 
people,” he said. 

Selectman Gerry Silverman noted that the safety of the 
road, insofar as speeding was concerned, was a matter 
falling under police jurisdiction. “‘There’s a safety factor 
there,” he said, nodding toward Chief Johnson. ‘‘The 
Chief is here; he’s concerned.” He added that he didn’t 
think the state would lower the limit. 

“It’s ridiculous,’’ said Kulaga, ‘‘that a two-lane highway 
that was built for horses and buggies years ago should 
have a 45 mph speed limit.” 

Mahony told the couple, ‘‘We have been denied for more 
of our requests for speed changes than we’ve been 
approved.’ 

The Kulagas also asked if more street lights could be 
installed in the area for the sake of safety. 

‘“That’s a budget item,” explained Selectman Silver- 
man. 

Responded Mrs. Kulaga, ‘‘How much does a person’s 
health cost?’’ 

Mr. Kulaga added, ‘‘We’re the ones who suffer...and 
you're saying to me, it’s a budgetary item.”’ 

Mahony noted that there have been very few new street 
lights installed in town in recent history—approximately 
three in the last five years. 

The board agreed that the individual issue of lights on 
Route 133 would be best treated within a larger analysis of 
the town’s total light situation. 


Project 


Sets of Monday’s other decisions also dealt with public 
safety: 

¢ The board voted unanimously to allow Town Manager 
Mahony to seek state approval for a pedestrian ‘‘scram- 
ble’”’ system for the lights at the intersection at Elm 
Square, and to seek approximately $28,000 in funding for 
the change from the Finance Committee. 

The system would allow pedestrians a button-controlled 
walk-light that would stop all vehicle traffic in the inter- 
section, allowing foot traffic to cross in any direction, in- 
cluding diagonally. 

Mahony’s proposal also included a separate left-turn 
interval in the light cycle, which would stop through traf- 
fic from Central and Elm streets while allowing simulta- 
neous left turns from both streets. 

Upon state approval, said Mahony, the installation of 
the new pattern—which would include changing heads on 
the existing lights to accommodate the left-turn interval— 
would probably be set for this coming winter. 

¢ The board voted unanimously to honor a Police 
Department request to increase the number of lieutenants 
on the force by one, and the number of sergeants by two.

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The board requested that McQuade and 
Bruk’s engineer meet to solve the sewerage 
problem and report back to the board with 
resulting solutions. 

Planning Board Chairman Michael Houghton 
took the podium stating that the Planning Board 
doesn’t “‘have significant information to eval- 
uate the impact on the site.’”” He commented 
that the chief problems with the plan were in 
relation to drainage and traffic. The board also 
found problems with a lack of open space for 
play areas and evidence of ledge that may or 
may not require blasting, and was concerned 
with the adequacy of water and sewage sys- 
tems. In the final analysis, he said, the Planning 
Board could not support the proposal as it had 
been presented. 

Robert Pustell of the Conservation Commis- 
sion commented that the crossing of the wet- 
lands necessary for the access road from 
Summer St. has not been approved, in fact, the 
developer had not even filed a petition with the 
commission.

The Andover High varsity football team launches what 
should be an extremely interesting 1986 season this Satur- 
day against archrival Lawrence High, traveling to Veter- 
ans Stadium for a 1:30 p.m. game against the Lancers.

State Primary Election May 


Have Low Voter Turnout 


Tuesday’s primary election does not 
promise to be a hotbed of political adven- 
ture for Andover voters who will show up 
at the polls. The only two candidates 
from town are running unopposed for 
their respective party nominations. Still, 
says Town Clerk Elden Salter, the elec- 
tion does present a few state-level choic- 
es, most of which appear on the 
Democratic ticket. 

“And Repubiicans will have the chance 
to choose a Gubernatorial candidate by 
write-in—or to have one chosen for them 
by default. 

According to Salter, citizens from And- 
over’s eight precincts will be able to cast 
their ballots from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. on 
Sept. 16 at Andover High School’s Dunn 
Gymnasium. Although 15,483 residents 
are registered (5,501 Democrats, 3,570 
Republicans and 6,412 Independents), 
Salter predicts that the turnout will be 
‘not too brisk.”’ 

Locally, incumbent Democrat Sue 
Tucker will run unopposed for her par- 
ty’s nomination for state representative, 
as will Republican Bob Wescott. The two 
will face each other on the election ballot 
in November. 

On the state level, Democrats will be 
asked to choose between Gerard D’Ami- 
co (Worcester) and Evelyn Murphy 
(Brookline) for lieutenant governor, and

between James Shannon (Lawrence) 
and JoAnn Shotwell (Cambridge) for at- 
torney general. They will see a three- 
way choice for auditor, voting for A. Jo- 
seph DeNucci (Newton), Maura Henni- 
gan (Boston) or Charles Yancey 
(Boston). 

Also among Democratic contests is a 
three-way race for the county commis- 
sioner nomination among Douglas Bal- 
lard (North Andover), Terrence Breen 
(Methuen) and Raymond Reardon 
(Lynn). For the Essex County sheriff’s 
nod, Charles Reardon (Salem) is oppos- 
ing Stanley Colten (Peabody). Finally, 
John Markey (North Andover) and F. 
Kelley Landolphi (Danvers) are running 
for fifth district councillor. 

For Republicans, the primary offers 
one contest—the nomination for auditor, 
a choice between Andrew Natsios (Hol- 
liston) and William Robinson (Mel- 
rose)—and one would-be choice. The 
latter is the Republican nomination for 
governor. 

On the ballot, Gregory Hyatt of North 
Andover is paired against Royall Switzl- 
er of Wellesley for the honor. If either 
wins, however, he is expected to with- 
draw by prior arrangement with the 
Republican state committee. 

With a withdrawal, the committee is 
expected to nominate George Kariotis

for the governor’s slot. This can be 
accomplished without a write-in vote, 
according to Salter. 

He adds that, should Kariotis win more 
than 10,000 votes by virtue of his write-in 
or sticker campaign, and, in the process, 
outpoll both Hyatt and Switzler, he would 
win the primary. The same would be 
true for any other write-in candidate. 

Voting in Andover will be done using 
the new punch ballot, says Salter. The 
method was used in the last local elec- 
tion, he says, but voter turnout was ex- 
tremely low. “‘Not many people have 
seen it,’ he says. “It’s not difficult to 
operate, but you have to pay attention to 
what you’re doing and read the instruc- 
tions.”’ Poll personnel will demonstrate 
the method to those who have never used 
it, if necessary. 

Democrats will be given two ballot 
cards; the two sides of the first will be 
designated ‘‘A’’ and ‘‘B,’’ and only one 
side of the second card (‘‘C’’) will be 
used. Republicans will receive one card, 
and will vote both sides. 

Write-in or ‘‘sticker”’ votes will be reg- 
istered on the envelope in which the card 
or cards are distributed, says Salter. For 
local write-in votes, he adds, a voter 
should note the office for which the per- 
son is running, and the individual’s full 
name and his or her address—so that

these, it is anticipated that 40 percent 
will receive awards. 

The awards will include 1,800 single- 
payment National Merit $2000 schol- 
arships, allocated on a state representa- 
tion basis in proportion to each state’s 
total of high school seniors.
